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-DENEEN HAS PLAN 
FOR WIDE REFORM 


Complete Reorganization of 
State Institutions to 
Be Undertaken. 


ENORMOUS SUM NEEDED. 


Governor and Members of Vari- 
ous Boards Meet Tomorrow 
to Frame Demands. 


A scheme for the complete physical re- 
organizations of the state institutions is 
being planned by Gov. Deneen. Its execu- 
tion will be limited by the appropriations 
which it will be possible to get from the 
legisiature, but it is the hope of the state 
administration that enough money can be 
obtained to put the institutions on a footing 
of efficiency equal to any in the country, 
ig not in the world. 

Ideas have been borrowed from New York, 
from Germany, and from every other place 
where experiments have proved the worth 
of methods for treating disease, handling de- 
 pendents, and providing for criminals. 

‘The question of appropriations will be 
taken up at a mecting tomorrow, which will 
be attended by members of the state board 
' of charities, of the board of prison industries, 
the board of health, the superintendents of 
the charitable institutions, the civil service 
commissioners, and the state architect. 


New Cellhouse at Joliet. 
Surveys have been made of all the institu- 
tions in the state to secure estimates of the 
| cost of putting them in repair, giving them 
‘adequate ventilation, sanitary plumbing, and 
fire escapes. These surveys have made it ap- 
parent that a large sum of money will be re- 
quired to gccomplish all that is shown to be 
PWeeded. 


The magnitude of the sum may be measured 


by one item in the total—that of $150,000 fora 
new cellhouse at the Joliet penitentiary. 
There has been no defense in recent years 
fer the conditions under which convicts are 
-housed in that institution. They have been 
‘admittedly disgraceful, but each succeeding 
legislature has found it impossible to give the 
trustees the money for which they have asked 
tegremedy affairs. 


New Methods in Hospitals. 

The survey shows that the air space for the 
convicts is less than one-fourth that which 
the law requires of lodging houses. 

“We give the convicts seventy-one cubfe 
feet,”” said one state official, ‘and require 
Kenna to furnish 400 in his First ward lodg- 
ing houses.”’ | 

‘The inadequate ventilation ig only one of 
the “ horrors” of the penitentiary which it 
is hoped to remove. While steps are being 
taken to rehabilitate the institutions phys- 
itally new methods of treatment are being 
installed. 

At Elgin the first experiments with hydro- 
therapeutic baths are being made, four tanks 
_ having been installed for the treatment of 
violent cases after the methods nsed in Ger- 
™many and in the Manhattan hospital in 
New York. In.these running water baths the 
patient is suspended in a sack and he lives 
there indefinitely. 3 

Such baths will be put In all the hospitals. 
A general psychopathic laboratory has been 
established at the Kankakee hospital for the 
Study of insanity, and/experts will be em- 
ployed for it and for smaller laboratories 
which will be added to all the insane asylums. 
Im this the cost is said to come not so much 
in the equipment but in the securing of effi- 
cient professional men to do the work. 


Study of Tuberculosis. 
_Wxperiments with tuberculosis are being 
Conducted in some of the institutions, nota- 
bly at the Watertewn asylum, where Dr. 
Taylor has been given free rein. He has a 
tent colony, a house of colored glass—an 
adaptation of the Finsen rays—and is mak- 
ing experiments with the odors of pines and 
firs 


It ig the policy of the state board of char- 
ities, under Dr. Billings, and of Gov. Deneen 
te experiment with all methods which have 
given any sign of worth at home or abroad 
and thus bring the institutions of the state 
up to the highest standard and increase the 
percentage of cures ih insanity. 

Much of this work is administrative and 
can be done at small expense, thus making 
it unnecessary to call on the legislature for 
assistance, but the supplementary plans of 
bringing the buildings themselves up to the 
required state of excellence are expensive, 
and the general assembly must be convinced 
of their necessity if they are to be carried 


out. 
No Lobbying This Year. 


Heretofore institutions have assailed the 
legislature singly, and for their own ends. 
The best appropriations have gone to the in- 
stitution having the shrewdest superintend- 

¢pt, or to the institution located in the dis- 
trict having the most influential members in 
the legislature. 

This year a new plan is being worked out. 
The superintendents are making their esti- 
mates first to the governor., He is taking 
them and handling them as a whole. They 
will be submitted to the conference to be 
held tomorrow and will be equalized. It will 
be determined by the conference just how 
muck money should go to one institution and 
how much to another. 

All this work, both far the institutions and 
for:;the departments, will be done before the 
legislature meets, and the results will be 
treated in the governor's message.

Director of Anti-Cruelty Society Stops 
Judging at Cat Exhibit in Hu- 
.Mmanity’s Interest. 


An interfilerence by the Anti-Cruelty society 
prevented the judges at the national cat 
show from delivering their decision om the 
merits of two felines yesterday. 

The judges, Mrs. C. E. De Blinn of Elgin, 

lil.; Mrs. Helen M. Sloggy of St. Paul, Minn.; 
and Mrs. Copeland-Schumann of Chicago, in 
order to determine the merits of tradesmen’s 
and policemen's cats, decided to loose a num- 
ber of rats that they might judge of their 
Physical prowees. 
‘Mrs. Copeland-Schumann, vice president 
of the National Cat club and one of the mem- 
bers of the committee, objected as being a 
@irector for the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty toAnimais. The contest was post- 
Pponed by the statement of Mrs. Copeland- 
Schumann that she would withdraw if the 
plan was carried out. 

Twenty. cats won first prizes in their classes, 
Mrs. Josiah Cratty winning first in the claes 
tor white cats with orange eyes.

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BADENOCH FIRS? IN FIELD 


ALDERMAN AN OUT AND OUT CAN- 
DIDATE FOR MAYOR. 


Has Pliatform Prepared, and Its Chief 
Plank Is Demand for Less Hostile 
Policy Toward Corporations and 
Capital — Might Even Ruan Inde- 
pendently and Refers to Big Pri- 
mary Vote — O’Connell and Law- 
rence in New York, 


Ald. Joseph Badenoch is the only out and 
out candidate for mayor in the field at pres 
ent. He has his platform thought out and 
all that remains for him to do is to open 
headquarters and hire a band. Badenoch 
buttons are promised before Christmas. 

The alderman was busy in the council 
committee rooms yesterday answering in- 
quiries as to the basis of the many rumors 
connecting his name with aspirations for the 
republican nomination for mayor. He an- 
swered them modestly but not without the 
intimation of ambitions independent of party 
support. If he runs for mayor it will be on 
a platform which he believes will appeal té 
a large part of the public—irrespective of 
party affiliation. 

Mr. Badenoch made it plain that his may- 
oralty aspirations are not founded upon 
selfish purposes but upon thealtruistic desire 
to save the down trodden corporations and 
restore Chicago to corporation favor. 


Says It’s Time for a Change. 

“It is about time there was a change in the 
government of this city,’’ said the alderman. 
“It is time to return to the policies under 
which Chicago forged to the front in com- 
mercial prestige. The application of ideas 
which recently have gained ascendency has 
frightened capital away from Chicago. Busi- 
ness men with big ventures to establish have 
evinced a fear that their investments would 
not be safe in this city. 

“The policy prevailing in the city govern- 
ment recently has resulted thus in develop- 
ing and enhancing the value of property out- 
side of the city to the detriment of that within 
our borders. I am in favor of encouraging 
the investment of capital in this city so as to 
enhance the value of the homes of our citizens 
and increase the opportunities of employ- 
ment. That is the way to develop a city and 
invite prosperity.’’ 

Questioned as to his intentions im the mat- 
ter of seeking the nomination, the alderman 
replied’: 

“lam no more a candidate at present than 
are any of the other citizens whose names 
have been mentioned. There has been. more 
or less talk about my running ever since the 
August primaries, when 1 received the per- 
sonal congratulations of State Chairman Roy 
West for having polled a larger vote for coun- 
ty clerk than his candidate, Mr. Haas. I 
didn’t want to run for a county cffice, and 
told Mr. Lorimer so. I said I was familiar 
with city affairs exclusively and would pre- 
fer to remain in the council. or possibly run 
fcr mayor—no man is too big to say he would 
refuse the mayoralty.” | 

The alderman realizes that his differences 
with Committeeman Charles Vail in his ward 
will not smooth the path for his nomination 
by the republican organization, and im that 
a geet be voiced his independent convic- 

ons.

It transpired in democratic quarters dur- 
ing the day that County Chairman O’Connell 
is isn New York on political business. It also 
was reported that Andrew Lawrence 
Hearst's representative in Chicago, is in 
New York on similar business. Certain tim- 
orous members of the organization evinced 
fears that the two men were conferring with 
Hearst.

COILS TIGHT ABOUT SHEA 


DEFENSE FAILS TO SHAKE TESTI- 
MONY OF ACCUSER. 


Michael F. Kelly, Subjected to Rigid 
Cross Examination by Counsel Rep- 
resenting Czar of Drivers, Tells of 
Puerchase of Acid to Be Hurled at 
Horses and Reiterates Charge of 
Dynamite Plot-—-State’s Attorneys 
Positive Conviction Will Follow. 


Efforts of attorneys for Cornelius P. Shea 
to break down the damaging testimony of 
Michael F. Kelly, who exposed the dynamite 
plot conceived by Shea to blow up strike- 
breakers, failed signally yesterday in the trial 
before Judge Ball. 

Kelly was kept on the grill all day long and 
when the afternoon session of court was con- 
cluded the severe cross examination had not 
been completed. The only admission elicited 
from the witness was the fact that since last 
June he has been employed as a regular city 
detective, working on the Shea case. Accord- 
ing to Kelly, it was largely through his in- 
strumentality that four of the defendants 
were induced to plead guilty and turn state's 
evidence. 

“The defense is welcome to any capital 
they can make out of that,” said Assistant 
State’s Attorney Miller. ‘‘ We never have 
disputed the fact that Kelly did detective 
work on the case. His startling testimony, 
however, loses none of its force thereby.”’ 


Say Shea’s Conviction Is Certain. 

The attorneys for the state were jubilant 
last night over the manner-in which Kelly 
withstood the attacks of the defense. They 
asserted the state's side of the case had been 
strengthened 50 per cent. It was said that 
Kelly’s story alone is considered sufficient to 
carry conviction of Shea and his associates. 

One thing was adduced in the cross examina- 

tion of Kelly which the state had not devel- 
oped on direct questioning of the witness. 
This was the fact that Shea had given Kelly a 
dollar out of his own pocket with which to 
purchase the acid which was thrown upon 
horses during the strike. 

‘** Shea was the first man I talked with re- 
garding the use of acid,’’ said Kelly, in re- 
sponse to a question from Attorney Lebosky. 

‘** What did he say to you?’ 

‘He gave me a dollar and told metosenda 
man to a drug store at the corner of State 
and Randolph streets to buy some strong 
acid.”’ 

‘** Did you know the acid was to be thrown 
at horses?” 

** Yes, sir; I did.”’ 


Tells of Dynamite Plot. 

Kelly furnished the defense with all the de- 
taile they sought concerhing the dynamite 
story. He was asked to give the exact day 
and hour when his conversation with Shea on 
the subject occurred, as well as the size and 
description of the room in which the dialogue 
occurred. The witness did so with surprising 
exactitude. 

“The dynamite proposal was made by 
Shea,’’ said Kelly, “‘in a little back room at 
83 Madison street. lt was about 8 o'clock 
p. m., April 12, 1905. There were a number of 
people in the room at the time, and Shea 
called me off to one side and whispered in my 
ear.”’ 

‘Did he speak in a low or a hoarse whis- 
per?’’ demanded Attorney Leboskey. 

‘“‘Ina very low whisper,’’ Kelly said. 

“And you told him you wouidn’t have any- 
thing to do with it, did you? ’”’ 

“I did.”’ 

“Were you afraid? ”’ 

** Naturally,’’ responded Kelly. 


State’s Attorney “‘Had Goods.’’ 

“ Didn’t you make a remark that you would 
get square with Shea because he had refused 
to put. you back on the pay roll of the team- 
sters’ union?’’ was one of the questions asked 
by Shea's couneel. 

“I said Shea probably would land in jail, 
because the state’s attorney had the goods 
on bim,” explaimed Kelly. 

The cross examination of Kelly will be re- 
sumed today.

the third and fourth floors of flat buildings 
in the outlying residence districts and poorer 
quarters of the city. ' % 
Better Place for the Monty 
In many parts of the city the housewives 
are compelled to work their arme stiff using 
pumps attached to the sinks in order to get 
water to the upper floors for their meals and 
their washing. ‘Tae cost of the galleries, It 
iis pointed out, would go far to relieve this

‘two galleries was signed a few days ago, 

William E. McCarthy, 145 La Salle street, 
obtaining the work. According to the speci- 

fications prepared in the city engineer's 
| ottice, one of the galleries is to be built on @ 
level -wita the street entrance and another 
one about the interior of the four walls, one 
story higher up. 

The new pumping engines recently in- 
stalled at a cost: of $267,000 rest in a pit fif- 
teen feet below the street level and rise to 
a height even with the top of the second 
story windows. About the only use there 
will be for the upper gallery will be to give 
visitors an opportunity to view tae topof the 
three pumping engines, and that may be 
done with equal facility from the gallery 
on the first floor. 


“Ornamental,” Says Engineer Ericson. 

When City Engineer Ericson’s attention 
was called to this fact, he admitted that, from 
the standpoint of utility, the upper gallery 
practically will be valueless and that its 
construction would be a waste of public 
money. The only argument he advanced in 
favor of it was that it was ornamental, and 
that “ the upper gallery will be handy for the 
ollers.”’ 

“T admit that we could do without thes 
upper gallery,” sald Mr. Ericson. “ But the 
matter of a little more money should not 
stand in the way when we can make this sta- 
tion one of the finest in the country. 

‘‘We are spending about $500,000 on im- 
proving the Chicago avenue station, and I 
believe something should be done for orna- 
mentation as well as utility. The galleries 
will not cost over $9,000 each.” 


Of Little Use Even to Oilers. 


So far as the oilers are ccncerned, they are 
provided with every facility for reaching all 
parts of the mechanism on the big pumps. On 
each engine are three steel galleries, one 
above the other, and connected by steel stair- 
ways. All three engines are connected by 
steel bridges on the lower tier. If it is a 
question of saving time for the oflersin going | 
from one engine to thé other, Bridges like 
those connecting the lowest galleries easily 
could be conetructed across the span between 
the two higher galleries.

IMPORTANT. QUESTION. RAISED IN. 


CASE OF ERIC J. EVERETT. 


Records of Ernest Reckitt’s Appoint-~ 
ment to Examining Board of Uni- 
versity of Illinois. Ave.Missing and 
Certified Acceuntants Throughout 
State May Have te Pass New Ex- 
aminations—Man on Trial Alleges 
Spite of Busiziess Rivals. ‘ 


Endiess complications. involving the 
trustees of the University of Ililineis and 
every certified atcouritant in Illinots have 
resulted from the trial yesterday of Eric J. 
Everett, secretary of the Everett Audit oom- 
pany, on @ charge of violating the public 
adcountant law. 

The first development in the case was the 
discovery, while evidehée was being heard by 
Judge Newcomer, that Ernest. Reckitt ap- 
parently never was legally appointed a mem- 
ber of the examining board of the University 
of Illinois. If this fact is established the 
appointment of nearly every. certified ac- 
countant in the estate is irreguiar and new 
examinations will be required. 


Right to Sign “OC. P. A.” 

Mr. Everett was arrésted on complaint of 
John Alexander Cooper of another audit 
company, who charges that he affixed “ C. 
P. A.”"—certified public accountant—after his 
name without legal authority. Mr. Everett 
declared he had authority and produced a 
letter from the attorney general of Illinois 
in which the trustees were advised to give 
him such a degree. 
minutes of a recent meeting of the trustees 
in which the voting of such a degree to Mr. 
Everett was recorded. 

“The degree was voted to me, but I never 
have received it,” said Mr. Everett... “The 
local board of examiners, although the 
trustees “and attorney general agreed that 
I was entitled to a degree, arbitrarily refused 
to sigh it. Their signatures were unneces- 
gary to make the degree lezal, however.”’ 


Says Competitors. Are. Behind It. , 


: The ‘accused pointed‘ out that the men who 
had endeavored to hold up his degree, the 
members of the local board, were his com- 
petitors in business. Mr. Everett filed an 
application for the degree with the univer- 
sity in 1002. The local board of examiners 
reportéd back against conferring the degree 
on the grounds that seven months of the 
requisite five years’ experience had not been 
acquired after he had passed the age of 21 
years. According to Mr. Everett's attorneys 
the law does not require that this experience 
be had after 21 years of age. 


It appeared, from the testimony before 


Judge -Newcomer, that Mr. Everett has en- 
deavored at various times to get the case 
into the courts in a “ friendly ’’ trial. Pre- 
vious to the voting of a degree to him by 
the trustees of the university, the members 
refused to enter into such a Suit. 


Is Reckitt Member of, Board? 


Yesterday's hearing had been in progress 
but a-few minutes when Mr. Cooper was 
asked to prove that Mr. Reckitt had been ap- 
pointed a member of the examining board of 
the university. Minutes of the meeting at 


which it was supposed that the appointment 


had been made were found, but they showed 
that he only had been recommended. No 
records were found to show that he had been 


appointed. 
‘The ease was then continued until Dec. 20, 


at which time another effort will be made to 
prove Mr. Reckitt's riglit to the office he 


holds.

Case Is Latest Phase of Litigation 
Over George T. Cline Estate, Alle- 
gation Being That Sale of Land 
Was Made Illegally and to Detri- 
ment of Walletta May Yeakle, 12 
Year Old Girl, One of Heirs of HKe- 
centric Englewood Man. 


Frank J, Loesch, ,president of the Chicago 
Bar association; Attorney Frederick Z. Marx, 
his son-in-law; and the executors of the es- 
tate of the late Col George T. Cline, yes- 
terday. were ordered to appear before Judge 
Cutting in the Probate court before Dec. 19 
and show cause why they should not be pun- 
ished for contempt in conection with the 
sale of-land of the estate. 

This is the latest move on the part of the 
attorneys for 12 years old Walletta May 
Yeakle, who is fighting for a part of the large 
estate left by Col. Cline. Thespecific charge 
in this case is that in the and sale Attorney 
Marx represented the girl, who was left a 
portion of the estate by Cline’s will, and 
that the other persons named were aware 
of this-fact, although the girl herself had 
not been notified evem that her uncle was 
dead. A suit filed im her interest some 
weeks ago asked that the executors be re- 
movd and a receiver be appointed for the 
remaining property. 


Basis of the Charge. 


The petition upon which the contempt order 
was based, charges that on April 19, 1906, 
Attorney Marx entered ah appearance in the 


Probate court for the Yeakle girl and for 


Louis C. Schwerdtfeger, her guardian, in the 


‘matter of the sale of a tract of land!/belonging 


to the Cline estate. This, according to thé 
bill, was done without the authority or knowl- 
edge of the persons named. He.was caused 
to enter this appearance, the statement con- 
tinues, by Attorney Loesch, Edward A..War- 
field, Aquilla R. Yeakle, and George T..Cline, 
the executors of the estate. 

Even after the sale was made, the bill con- 
tinues, neither the girl nor her parents were 
notified of the fact that such a proceeding had 
taken place and adds that the discovery was 
made by chance, that the girl had an interest 
in the estate and the facts regarding this 
proceeding. The petition is accompanied by 
affidavits signed by Caroline T. Schwerdt- 
feger, mother of the girl, and Attorney Will- 
iam Ritchie, who represents the Yeakle girl 
and the Schwerdtfegers in the present liti- 
gation. 

In the affidavit signed by Ritchie, the attor- 
ney declares that he telephoned to Attorney 
Marx and asked him why he had entéred an 
appearance for the Yeakle girl or her parents, 
saying that he was their attorney.

closing of the bank’s doors. 


Speculation Also Blamed.

YALE, FRESHMEN WHO SMOKE 
NOT INJURED IN HEALTH. 


Figures Prove, However, They Are De- 
ficient in Lung Capacity and Aca- 
demic Standing. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec.. 12.—[Special.]— 
Prof. William G Anderson, in-charge of the 
Yale gymnasium, announced tonight in the 
Yale Alumni Weekly the result of an investi- 
gation of the amount of tobacco smoking 
done by Yale freshmen last year and the 
effect of such smoking on the heart, Height, 
weight, strength, and ling capacity of the 
freshmen, 

Of 389 members in the class of '00, 143 were 
smokers, and Prof. Anderson had personal 
interviews with 122 of the smokers. Of this 
number 85 acknowledged. they smoke a pipe 
only, 7 cigarets only, 2 cigars and cigarets, 
5 pipe and cigars, 47 pipe and cigaret, que 17 
pipe, cigar, and cigaret. *- ~ be. ae 

Of the 122 meh, 110 smoked in their prep 
schools. Of 112 freshmen smokers, 81 per 
cent were above the freshmen average in 
weight, height, lung capacity, and strength 
tests, while 67.8 per cent were bélow the 
average. 

Over half the smokers were above the 
average in strength and height, but consid- 
erably more than half were below in weight 
and lung capacity. 

The smokers of '09 who were above the 
average records, according to Dr. Anderson, 
were athletes, football players, and gym- 
nasts. sie concluded from his investigations 
that the "09 man was a pipe and not a cigaret 
smoker; that his heart and health were not 
injured to the extent generally believed, but 
that his lung capacity was deficient and his 
weight below the average, and that the aca- 
demic standing of the smoker is lower than 
that of the nonsmoker.,

Against All Holders ‘of Property 
Between Thirty-fifth and Thirty- 
ninth Streets, Kast of Grand Boule- 
vard—Value Said to Be $40,000,.

Ejectment proceedings against 4.000 tenants 
and property owners of one of the best dis- 
tricts on the south side were instituted yes- 
terday in the United States Circuit court, by 
Sidney Smith of Cambridge, Mass. He seeks 
to gain possession of the territory bounded 
by Thfittyfifth street, Thirty-ninth street, 
Grand boulevard, and Lake Michigan, valued 
at nearly $40,000,000. 

According to 14 suits which he filed in 
court @s a preliminary to his fight against 
all the present holders of the land, Jeduthan 
Smith, grandfather of the compléinant>came 
to Chicago in 1882 and 2 years later applied 
to the government for the land in question 
and sent on the money to Washington for 
the purchase of ft. The patent for this land, 
the bill saye, was made out and signed in 
conformity with the law and was about to 
be sent to Smith when notification was re- ‘ 
celyed by the government officials that Smith 
was dead. The patent, therefore, was left 
on file at the government offices.. This paper, 
the complainant declares, is the’ only real 
title to the property. . r 

Streets Also Claimed. 

In the suits fil€@ the city also is made 
defendant’ in order that an effort may be 
made to get poesession of the streets in- 
cluded In. the territory, as it is claimed by 
Smith that these streets were part of the 
original grant.

Lawyer Says Title Is Clear. 


The papers in the case were filed by W.

BIG BOOST FOR UNIONS. 


Right to Walk Out, Cause or No 
Cause, Held to Be Fully Sus- 
| tained by Wisconsin Court. 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 12.—[Special.J—In a 
decision handed down in the federal court 
today Judge A. L, Sanborn declared: 

“The right to strike, for cause or no cause, 
is clear and fully sustained by all authority. 
Even conspiracy to strike, followed by legal 
damage, is not unlawful, if formed to better 
labor congitions.” 

The decision was given in the suit started 
by the Allis-Chalmers company, Milwaukee, 
against the Molders’ union of that city dur- 
ing the strike last June. Fifty members of 
the union were named in the complaint, 
which charged picketing and interference 
with nonunion men in violation of an injune- 
tion secured by the company. 


Picketing Not Serious Offense. 

Eight of the union men thus charged Judge 
Sanborn held guilty of violating the injunc- 
tion, but he does not deem theoffense worthy 
of more than a nominal fine. Hig decision on 
this point says: 

‘These defendants, who, although they 
have done picket duty, are not shown tohave 
taken part in any specific act of coercion in 
intimidation, will only be punished by nom- 
inal fine. The act of any one picket is, tech- 
hically, the act of all; but this will not make 
them liable to more than a nominal fine.’’ 

It is, however, to Judge Sanborn’s inter- 
pretation of the function of organized labor 
that union leaders and employer attach most 
importance, 


Just Strike Not Unlawful. 


“The right of workmen to combine in trades 
uniong in order to secure economic advance- 
ment af their members is unquestioned,” 
says his decision, *‘ and such unions are clear- 
ly regarded as beneficial institutione for bet- 
tering the conditions of labor and the rela- 
tions between. employer an@ employed. 
Whether the threat to strike, or bring about 
a strike, when made by a number of persons 
acting in concert, is lawful is an entirely 
different question: 

“ The conclusion to be drawn from this case 
and applicable to the controversy is, I think, 
that the cambination of the Gefendants to 
stilke and further to force a strike, and if 
possible to bring employers to terms, was not 
unlawful, because it was grounded on a just 
cause or excuse, being the economic advance- 
ment of union molders. 


Union Can’t Be Fined. 


** As to unions, I shall assume, without par- 
ticularly examining the evidence, that it 
sufficiently appears that unions, by their con- 
tinued support of a strike, through strike 
committees and otherwise, have approved of 
picketing as actually carried on. Upon this 
assumption it becomes necessary to consider 
whether unions, as incorporated voluntary 
associations, can be made parties to a suit 
and fined or punished for violating an injunc- 
tion. A trades union in this state is simply 
an assemblage of s."" 

Then, after a thorough discussion of unions 
from a legal point of view, Judge Sanborn 
holde: 

“No fine can go against the unions named 
and who have answered apdefendants.’’ 


CONSIDER CURBING SALTON SEA 


Southern Pacific Officials to Offer to 
Dam River if Guaranteed 
Against Law Suite. 


Imperial, Cal., Dec. 12.—Preliminary work 
Was begun this-morning by the Southern 
Pacific railroad to close the break in the 
Colorg@fio river. A meeting of all interests 
in the valley has been called for tomorrow 
morning at Imperial to meet R. H. Ingram 
and other representatives of the Southern 
Pacific company, who will submit a proposi- 
tion asking the people of the valley to guar- 
antee the company and Mexico against dam- 
age claims, in return for which the company 
will proceed on a larger scale than ever to 
control the river and build dikes to furnish 
abundant protection for all time. 


U. 8S. Holds Mexico Responsible. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—[Special.]— 
The state'department has taken up the mat- 
ter of the diversion of the Colorado river into 
Salton sea, in Imperial valley, in California 
with the Mexican government. A hugeclaim 
for damages against Mexico may be the re- 
sult. The state department holds that the 
Mexican government has a large degree of 
responsibility in the matter. The break is in 
Mexico. It probably will be contended that 
the Mexican government should repair mat- 
ters.

WAS: SUED OUT: OF CITY. 


Municipal Bench Will Confer on 
Summary Stop to Illegal 
Proceedure. 


The judges of the Municipal court will take 
up today an investigation of the report that 
many of the out of town justices are contin- 
uing their practice of bringing sult against 
Chicago persons and forcing them to appear 
in distant courts at an early hour in the 
morning. 

A specific instance of this evil which came 
to light yesterday was brought to the atten- 
tion of the municipal judges. It appears 
that a Chicago man was sued for a small 
sum in Barrington, Ill., and ordered to ap- 
pear in a justice court there at 8'o’clock on 
the morning of Dec, 18, ten days after the 
Municipal court law went into effect and the 
old Chicago justices went out of existence. 

The Municipal court law was designed. ex- 
pressly to forbid this practice, and in the 
opinion of one of the judges, at least, the 
justice who sends his constables to serve 
writs in Chicago is Mable to prosecution for 
malfeasance in office. 


Says Justices Continue Practice. 


That the practice Is general among the 
county justices was admitted by a former 
constable. The excuse for it is that there are 
many questions of the Municipal court law 
that only the Supreme court can decide, and 
that the justices still have a right to start 
sults wherever they want to, as they were 
legislated out of office without a voice in 
the vote. 

The case called to Judge Foster’s attention 
was that of Leon Schell of the Lake Shore 
Market, 271 North State street. The ac- 
count of $15 was owing to C. West & Co., a 
fish and oyster house, now bankrupt. 

Suit was brought Dec. 13 in the justice 
court of Arnett C. Linn fn Barrington. At- 
torney Edward Byrnes, who defended Mr. 
Schell, said that a constable from Linn’s 
court came into Chicago to serve the writ. 


Lawyer Doubts Legal Freedom. 

“ It appéars that we have not escaped after 
all from the old evils,’’ said Byrnes. “In 
this case Mr. Schell was notified to appear at 
Barrington, twenty miles away, at 8:15 
o'clock in the morning. It would be impos- 
sible for my client) to be there at that time 
unless he went out the night before.” 

“ This is a question which the judges will 
have a conference over tomorrow,'’ said 
Judge Foster. ‘‘ It appears that the law has 
been violated. There are some features 
which have net been settled, but I do not 
see how this could be done in the face of 
Judge Windes’ decision. It appears to me a 
case for State’s Attorney Healy.”’ 


Wants Action on Juveniles. 

Chiff Justice Harry Olson last evening 
wrote a letter to Chief of Police Collings, ask- 
ing his opinion as to the advisability of tak- 
ing minor prisoners to the Juvenile court 
direct instead of before the Municipal judges. 

The first weekly report of the financial 
condition of the Municipal courts was re- 
ceived by Chief Justice Olson. The total 
receipts were $4,345.

Resolution to Segregate Evildoers 
Among Pupils—Decry Attempt toe

All the bad boys in the public schools will 
be given large doses of stronger medicine 
than softly spoken pleadings and ineffective 
threats if the recommendation adopted yes- 
terday at an adjourned meeting of the con- 
ference on. truancy is carried out by the 
board of education. 

By a unanimous vote the principals, teach- 
ers, and truant officers who were delegated 
to consider “‘ what the teacher can do to 
prevent trauncy " urged upon the board the 
segregation of bad boys in separate rooms. 
The resolution which was adopted also called 
upon the school board to give these teachers 
of these rooms the power to enforce dis- 
cipline. 

In the speeches that preceded the adoption 
of the measure recommending the segrega- 
tion cure for incorrigibility, the “ lamby- 
pamby ’ methods of the board were attacked 
and Judge Julian W. Mack was severly criti- 
cised for having attempted to solve the fruan- 
cy problem without having had any exper- 
jence as a teacher. 


Principal Morse Presents Rule. 

The resolution calling upon the board to 
establish a system of ungraded rooms for 
incorrigibles was presented by Principal 
Frank L. Morse of the Burr school \ 

James H. Brayton of the Raymond school 
indorsed the resolution. He said that such 
a system would do away with the “ endjess 
red tape’”’ with which the board has sur- 
rounded the school principal. 

Principal William H. Campbell of the 
Wentworth school asgailed the board, and 
criticised Judge Mack for undertaking to 
solve a problem when he has not all the 
facts in hand He declared that am attempt 
was to be made to do away with suspension. 

‘* Before ‘this is done a substitute for the 
suspension system must be found,”’ gaid 
Principal Campbell. “It is high time for 
us to register a strong veto. This cutting 
down of the period of suspension from thirty 
days to five, as proposed,” he continued, 
‘*is only the first move im cutting it down 
to nothing at all. These people here would 
have done that chad they dared to take such 
radical action. The principal now is held 
responsible for the discipline at his school, 
and yet he has no power to enforce it. 


Says Girl Was Dragged in Court. 

“In Judge Mack's courtroom the other 
day I saw alittle girl taken by the arms by 
two big bailiffs and literally dragged into 
another room. That is coneidered ali right 
in a@ court. Suppose the court should try 
the sweet word method—wouldit work? IflI 
handled a child like that I’d lose my job 
the next day; yet that little girl in court 
was no worse than hundreds we have in 
school. 

“It doesn’t seem to me that the school 
board or the judge of the Juvenile court 
understands the real conditions at all. Let 
them come around to the schools and in- 
vestigate conditions before they attempt to 
prescribe a cure.” — 

Corporal punishment for incorrigibles was 
advocated alone by Mrs. Mary Darrow Olson, 
principal of the McCosh school. Several 
others, however, expressed similar opinions. 

“If the pupils understood,’” said Mrs. Ol- 
pon, *‘ that the teachers have some power of 
discipline there would be less need for the 
Parental school.”’ 

Mr. Campbell expressed the same senti- 
ment, but did not openly advocate spanking.

present upon the obtaining of the much talked 
of boulevard link between the north and 
south sides. 

For the immediate attainment of this end 
the club is planning to make an appeal which 
will be at once more broad and more vigor- 
ously direct than any which the organization 
has previously made. Municipal authorities, 
the various organized and unorganiged in- 
terests of the city, and the public will be 
called upon in turn for their codperation. 
A special subcommittee, of which Charles 
H. Waeker is chairman, has been appointed 
to take direct charge of the work. 


Boulevard Project First Action. 

Charles D. Norton, president of the Mer- 
chants’ club and chairman of the “ Chicago 
plan committee,’’ gave out yesterday the fol- 
lowing statement: 

The work of the Merchants’ club committee on 
plan of Chicago has reached a point where it is 
clear that the project requiring attention first of 
all is that of securing the boulevard to connect 
the north and south sides of the city. Six sketches 
have already been made by Mr. Burnham with 
careful estimate of costs,.which will within the 
next two weeks be submitted to the mayor, Presi- 
dent R. R. McCormick of the drainage board, B., 
A. Eckhart, president of the west park board; 
Lyman A. Walton, president of the south park 
board; and Bryan Lathrop, vice president of the 
north park board. 

A épecial committee of the Merchants’ club has 
been designated to give its attention to this par- 
ticular project and to push it through with all 
speed possible to a successful conclusion. The 
committee is compose@ of Charies H. Wacker, 
Alfred L. Baker, Louis A. Ferguson; Clyde M. 
Carr, F. W. Upham, and A. A. Sprague. The 
committee will endeavor to secure the codperation 
and assistance of all public spirited citizens in- 
terested in this great public improvement. 


Urge Plans with Energy. 


* We want the people of Chicago to know,” 
said Mr. Wacker, in discussing the project, 
“that the club is not going to devote large 
expense to this plan for beautifying the city 
and come out with nothing but a nicture. 
We are going into this with all the energy 
we have, and we are going to have results. 

“ This boulevard link project seems to be 
the most necessary and immediately prao- 
ticable thing for a first step. Mr. Burn- 
ham's plans are practically completé, and, 
while they nave not been formally submitted 
to the club, the committee has discussed and 
compared them, and is now ready to holda 
conference with the mayor and the. other 
men most directly concerned. 

“Following that conference, the plans 
probably will be made the subject of a gen- 
eral discussion at a dinner to be held early 
next year. In April anotaer dinner will ve 
held for considering Mr. Burmham’'s entire 
project for beautifying the city.”’

The peculiar disa ce of Margaret 
Burkle, the 17 year old girl-who was taken 
from the Rensu hotel when it was raided by 
the police some: weeks ago, was given an 
entirely new significance yesterday. A bill 
filed by Attorney Comerford in the Juvenile 
court showed that the release of the girl, who 
was soon to have been an important witness 
against A. L. Streeter, the wealthy car sup- 
ply man who is said to have paid for her 
support while at the hotel, was nothing less 
than a conspiracy. 

Meanwhile, the persons who secured the 
girl's release have been successful in spirit- 
ing her away. Attorney C. Stuart Beattie 
acted for “several persons” who did not 
appear in court when the case was heard 
and turned the girl over to several more 
persons whose names he now refuses to di- 
vulge. ; 

When the case against Streeter, who now is 
a fugutive from justice, is called for a hear- 
ing the most important witness against him 
will be absent. 


Wants Probation Officer Removed. 
The document filed by Attorney Comerford 
is a bill asking that the girl be returned to the 
Lake Geneva home and that the appoint- 
ment of a probation officer to take care of the 
girl be set aside. This latter is irony on the 
part of the police attorney, in as much as 
Mise Jennie Rattcliff, the offiecer appointed, 
did not see the girl after she was named as 
the probation officer in the case and has no 
more idea where the girl is today than the 
police who are searching for her. 


“Cousin” Meurcke Streeter’s Friend. 


Charles Meurcke. the man who represented 
himself as a cousin of the girl when the case 
was called before Judge Carpenter, accord- 
ing to the girl's father is not related to her 
atall.

Another case that will be affected by the 
mysterious disappearance of the Burkle girl 
is that of Irving Usner, the proprietor of the 
Rensu, who was indicted as the result of the 
raids of the police on his hostelry.

Terror of Bucket 


Shops Files Suit to Break © 
Up Grain-Combine. ie 


TELLS OF ILLEGAL ACTS. 


Seeks | to evoke License of Con- 


: cern Said to Be Owned ‘by - 
J. C. Shaffer. 


John Hill Jr., long time terror to the bucket 
shops, yesterday created excitement in local 
grain circles by bringing suit in the Circuit 
court to put the so-called elevator trust out 
of business. His preliminary action wa@ the 
filing of a suit asking the revocation of the 
license of the South Chicago Elevator com- 
pany, said to be controlled by J. C. Shaffer. 

The suit is based on the declaration that 
the laws of Illinois have been. violated, that 


Moreover, 
the South Chicago elevator concern is said 
to have gone beyond the limits of the law by 
offering grain at a price lower than the mar- 
ket quotations in its effort to strengthen 
patronage for its house. Furthermore, it is 
alleged, a “trust” agreement has existed 
among the South Chicago Elevator company, 
the Peavey company, the Centre! Elevator 
company, the Armour company, and the J. 
Rosenbaum company. 


Abuses Exist for Years. 

“It te my purpose to insist on the enforce- 
ment of the law relative to public elevators 
in the state of Illinois,’ said Mr. Hill in dis- 
cussing his action. ‘“‘ These abuses have ex- 
isted for more than fifteen years, and it doce 
not seem possible to get aid from the railroad 
and warehouse commission. Hence I am 
compelled to appeal to the courts im this 
manner. 

“In so far as the trust or pooling agree- 
ment is concerned, it provided that 60 per 
cent of the earnings of the ihirteen elevators 
operated by six companies and individuals 
should be paid to a trustee and divided pro 
rata. There was also an agreement not to 
move grain from a competitor’s warehouse. 
The agreement also provided for a blacklist. 

“I shall file bills against the other mem- 
bers of the pool as fast as possible. I also 
intend to call the attention of the state’e at- 
torney to the fact that no action has been 
taken in prosecution of the trust. 

Quotes Shaffer’s Testimony. 

“As to J. (. Shaffer's alleged statement 
that he does not own the stock of the South 
Chicago Elevator company, his testimony 
before the interstate commerce commission 
shows that he claimed at that time that he 
was the sole owner of the capital stock of the 


company.” 


HILL ROADS PLANNING TO GROW 


Great Northern’s New $60,000,000 
Stock Is Offered for Subscription— 
Northern Pacific Is Secretive. 


New York, Dec. 12.—[Special.}—The Great 
Northern’s new $60,000,000 issue.of stock to 
provide between 300 and 400 miles of new 
branches, more double track, and increased 
terminals to handle its business Was an- 
nounced today. Subscription rights were 
quoted at from 35 down to 33%. Great North- 
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One hundred and thirty-five human beings, 
the majority of whom have experienced the 
horrors of a Mediterranean steerage, com- 
plained : yesterday when they were 
crowded on board’a’south bound Blue 
avenue street car constructed to seat com- 
tortably only twenty-four people.

RAILWAY IMPROVEMENTS IN 1907. 
Bach year at this season railway offi- 
clale make up their budgets for improdve- 
ments during the ensuing year. While 
many lines are planning programs for 
betterments and extensions on a big scale 
it is a disturbing fact that many others 
seem to be preparing to curtail their ex- 
penditures for these purposes. The pre- 
vailing congestion of traffic affords con- 
clusive proof of the utter inadequacy of 
existing railway facilities to meet the de- 
mands of the country’s commerce. As 
there is no. sign that the rate at which 
commerce is growing will diminish soon, 
a reduction of expenditures for railway 
improvements in the aggregate, or even a 
failure largely to increase them, could 
hardly fail to be calamitous. 
_ Fear of state legislation reducing rates, 
doubt to the effects of the Hepburn 
act, the high prices of materials ani 
equipment, and the increasing cost of la- 
bor are the arguments used by railway 
officials who favor a policy of retrench- 
ment. There is foundation for their con- 
tentions. ‘The present tendency of rates, 
state and interstate, is downward. Ma- 
terials for construction purposes, locomo- 
tives, and cars come much higher than 
formerly. The aggregate railway bil) for 
wages and salaries in 1907 will be from 
7 to 10 per cent, or $60,000,000 to $90,- 
000,000, greater than in 1906. Already, 
if other things were equal, the railways 
would be justified by these conditions in 
ceasing to make improvements on the 
great scale they have in 1906. 
Fortunately, other things are not equal. 
While the tendency of rates at present is 
downward, the Hepburn act, by cutting 
off rebates and free transportation, tends 
to swell railway revenues. The wonder- 
ful growth of traffic has been causing an 
enormous increase in gross earnings—au 
increase as great, proportionately, as that 
which is taking place in operating ex- 
penses. Meantime, legitimate fixed 
charges are not increasing in the same 
ratio as gross receipts. On the whole 
there seems no stfficient ground for ap- 
prehending a decline next year in railway 
profits which will either compel reduc- 
tions of dividends or justify curtailments 
of improvements. The road* which are 
forced by conditions to reduce improve- 
ments promise to be decidedly the excep- 
tion rather thai the rule. The raises 
which many leading lires are making in 
their dividend rates tend strongly to sup- 
port of this conclusion in the public mind 
Railway managements owe a double 
allegiance. It is their duty to strive at 
once to secure stockholders reasonable re- 
turns and to provide the public with ade- 
quate transportation facilities at fair 
rates. Nothing could be better adapted 
to exasperate popular sentiment against 
the railways than for them to continue to 
pay substantial dividends while failing to 
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‘eager to help out the nominees of

HALTING THE COCAINE EVIL. 

| After years of protests and complaints 
arising from newspaper exposure of the 
cocaine traffic there is at last a suggestion 
from the west side that the authorities are 
beginning to consider the evil in its serious 
aspect. A druggist has been arrested an] 
arraigned om a charge of selling cocaine 
preparations and put under bonds of 
$10,000 in place of the paltry sum usually 
demanded by the justice courts. The new 
Municipal court is starting out bravely, 
and deserves the words of encouragement 
and approbation it is sure to receive. 

Up to the present time the war against 
the cocaine evil has been little more than 
a farce. The enormity of the offense of 
promiscv.ous selling of the drug was gen- 
erally recognized, and the law for the 
punishment of the offense was plain. But 
the disposition to enforce the law ‘was as 
plainly lacking, and the offender seemingly 
cared as little for the possibility of pun- 
ishment as for the violation of the statute. 
He had supreme faith in the indifference 
and carelessness of the court before which 
he might be summoned to appear. But a 
new order of things has been established, 
the expounders of the law are taking 
proper notice of the transgression, and it 
is now within the probabilities that the 
engagers in the forbidden traffie will be 
dealt with according to their deserts. To 
Judge Sadler as well as to his associates 
on the bench the public will look with 
confidence for such repressive measures as 
will effectually do away with contempt for 
and open violation of law. 


WANTED: A TRAINING SHIP. 

The record of the Illinois naval militia 
in the war with Spain is a creditable one. 
The men who are serving in the United 
States navy in time of peace after receiy- 
ing the training of the local naval militia 
are ranked high by their commanding offi- 
cers. Every encouragement should be given 
the young men who use their spare time to 
receive this training, from the patriotic de- 
Sire to be ready to serve their country in 
time of need. One special form which this 
encouragement may properly take is the 
provision of a suitable training ship for 
use on Lake Michizan. 

The training ship Dorothea, in use at 
present, can contain only about one-eighth 
part of the local force. Drill is, therefore, 
limited in frequency and in efficiency. It 
would be an easy matter, with the good 
will of the government, to correct this 
fault. There is lying at League island a 
United States vessel, the Montgomery, be- 
longing to an obsolete type, using both 
sails and steam. The Montgomery will 
never be used again unless for some such 
purpose as here indicated. It is a larger 
vessel than the Dorothea and would be 
much superior for the use of the Illinois 
naval militia. It would not be a difficult 
matter to shorten the Montgomery for

THE NOISELESS BRIDGE. 

The new steel bridge over the Sanga- 
mon river near Springfield, on the line of 
the Chicago and Alton railway, has cer- 
tain features which are attracting the at- 
tention of engineers in connection with 
the discussions about the possibilities of 
reducing the noise made by the trains 
mpon the elevated structures in the city, 
The racket within the loop at some hours 
of the day is almost unbearable. Some 
buildings have been made practically un- 
tenable, and there is constant complaint 
from property owners whose | interests 
have suffered materially during many 
months of unavailing protest. The need 
of some sort of improvement is apparent. 
It is the practical difficulties which have 
prevented action. 

The Alton bridge is said to be noiseless, 
the vibrations of the ‘iron work, which 
cause most of the sound when a train 
passes over a bridge, being almost en- 
tirely eliminated. This has been accom- 
plished by laying upon a bed of steel] eight 
inches of ballast upon which the ties are 
placed, instead of directly upon the iron 
work, as in the usual way of construc- 
tion. It is said that, as a result, there is 
not so much noise made by crossing the 
bridge as thére ise when the train runs 
along the ordinary roadbed. 

Of course such construction requires 
added expense and is more practicable for 
short distances than for long ones. Its 
value for the many places where track 
clevation requires the depression of a 
street might be well worth consideration. 
Its use -to any great degree in elevated 
road building might be limited In several 
ways. Nothing ought to be employed 
which would still further reduce the light, 
which is as important as the reduction of 
‘the noise nuisance. Nothing will find 
favor which will so increase the cost of 
the roads as to make it prohibitive. But 
if the principle of a tie laid. on ballast 
could be adopted in some form or other it 
might accomplish much for the relief of 
the business center. 

Engineers express the opinion that the 
cost of mainteuance of the new bridge 
will be considerably less than that of the 
older form of construction. There ought 
to be more safety for the traveler, too. 
The iron bridge was hailed as a marked 
advance over the old fashioned trestle or 
covered wooden bridge. But it had its 
limitations, and there is a field for inven- 
tive genius in the study of ways and 
means for removing these limitations. 
Where a bridge is severa] miles long, for 
an elevated road is that, in a way, the 
same thing will not be possible as in 
short spans. But there may be modifica- 
tions of methods of treatment which will 
materially improve the elevated road con- 
struction by removing notable. causes of 


complaint.

[You have been misinformed. All but fifty 
tickets, these selected at random from the 
whole number, were put aside, and from the 
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Lord Halsbury and Lord Ashbourne, former- 
ly lords high chancellor; Lord Davey, « bord 
justice of the Supreme court; Lord James of 
Hereford, former attorney general; Viscount 
Knutsford, a former cabinet minister; Lord 
Dunboyne, king’s counsel, and until recently 
the king's remembrancer, the committee 
being presided over by the earl of Onslow. 
This committee for privileges of the house of 
lords does not iesue a judgment, but returns 
@ verdict, on the strength of which the sov- 
ereign, ag the “ fountain of all honors,” gives 
his final decision. The committee for priv- 
lleges considers all claims to peerages and 
doubtful successions to the latter. 

The controversy between Lord Mowbray 
and the duke of Norfolk was based on the for- 
mer’s attempt to establish hie right to the 
earldom of Norfolk, created in favor of Hugh 
de Bigod in 1185. In 1802 Roger de Bigod 
surrendered the earldom of Norfolk to King 
Edward 1L., and im 1812 it was conferred by 
King Edward II. on his own half-brother, 
Thomas of Brotherton. Lord Mowbray has 
firmly .established his descent from this 
Thomas of Brotherton. 

But the committee for privileges has de- 


‘elded that the surrender by Roger de Bigod . 


of his earldom of Norfolk was invalid, ali the 
more as he had a younger brother and other 
kinsmen Hving at the time. Consequently, 
King Edward [l.’s grant of the earldom of 
Norfolk ten years later to his half-brother, 
Thomes of Brotherton, could not be regarded 
@s a revival of the De Bigod earldom of Nor- 
folk, or as valid.

According to the committee for privileges, 
there ig nothing whatsoever’to show that the 
De Bigod earldom of Norfolk may not be 
claimed with success one of these days by 
some descendant of that younger brother of 
that Roger de Bigod who made a surrender 
of the dignity to the king in 1802. The com- 
mittee insists that by the law of England no 
peer can “ disown or extinguish his honor "’; 
that is to say, surrender his dignity to the 
crown or transfer it during his lifetime to 
another. No man can alienate his hereditary 
title. It belongs to his posterity as well as to 
himself. Moreover, the comniittee holds that 
during the reigns of the Plantagenet kings 
earldoms were not merely a nobillary dignity 
but likewise an office, the earl being the 
king’s chief representative in the county, the 
name of which he bore. 

The ear! was in ancient parlance the count 
of the county, and it was beyond the power of 
the monarch in those days to appoint two 
counts or earls for one county, which was 
the case when King Edward II. appointed his 
half-brother, Thomas of Brotherton, ear) of 
Norfolk while the younger brother of Roger 
de Bigod, earl of Norfolk, was still alive. 
The long and short of it is that, while Lord 
Mowbray has, in the opinion of the commit- 
tee for privileges and of the crown, conclu- 
sively proved his descent from Thomas of 
Brotherton, that fact.cannot be held to endow 
him with the Brotherton earldom of Norfolk, 
which was invalid In the first place, and Lord 
Mowbray has made 7 attempt to prove his 
descent from the De Bigod family, in whom 
the. original earldom of Norfolk alone was 
vested. The earldom of Norfolk, held by the 
duke of Norfolk, is of a much later creation, 
having been granted by King James I. in 1644. 

During the course of the proceedings before 
the committee for privileges many old laws 
and statutes, some of them still unrepealed 
and others the existence of which had been 
forgotten, cropped up, and Lord Halsbury 
called the attention of his fellow members of 
the committee and of the counsel engaged in 
the case to the urgent necessity of codifying 
the laws of the land, a work upon which this 
octogenarian peer is now engaged. 

He mentioned the curious fact that as late 
as in 1818 the Court of King’s Bench, presided 
over by Lor@ Elienborough as lord chief jus 
tice, was obliged by statute to allow a claim 
for wager of battle in an appeal on a charge 
of murder. Indeed, had not parliament been 
fortunately sitting at the time, and had not 
am act repealing the old law of the middle 
ages on the subject of wager of battle been 
rushed through both houses of the legisia- 


ture, Lord Elienborough and others of King 


George III.’e judges would have been com- 
pelled by law to preside over a single combat 
between the appellant and his antagonist. 
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How complicated this Mowbray versus Nor- 
folk cage has been may be gathered from the 
fact that not only did the issues depend on 
legislation and relationships of six and seven 
hundred years ago but also that formerly the 
dukedom of Norfolk and the barony of Mow- 
bray were held by one and the same person. 
But in 1777 the last of the dukes of Norfolk, 
who were also Lords Mowbray, died without 
issue, whereupon the dukedom went to a 
cousin, Charles Howard, while the baronies 
of Mowbray and Seagrave fell in abeyance, 
from which they were revived in the person 
of the twentieth Lord Stourton, father of the 
present peer, who is twenty-first Lord Stour- 
ton, twenty-third Lord Mowbray, and twen- 
ty-fourth Lord Seagrave. 

The barony of Mowbray dates from 1288, 
the barony of Seagrave from 1288, and the 
barony of Stourton in 1448. Lord Mowbray 
claims as such to be the premier baron of 
Englant, which pretension Is contested by 
Lord de Ros, who figuree in Burke’s “ Peer- 
age " as premier baron. 

Tt is doubtful whether there is any member 
of the Br-tish peerage who has had so many 
of his ancestors meet with death on the scaf- 
fold as Lord Mowbray, who traces his de- 
scent in the direct male line from Botolph 
Stourton, who married Lady Anne, daughter 
of the famous Earl Goodwin of the time of 
King Edward the Confessor. Indeed, Lord 
Mowbray is the twenty-ninth In direct line of 
male succession from Botolph Stourton and 
Lady Anne Goodwin. 

Thus, the eighth Lord Stourton was hanged 
with a silken halter for murder in 1557, and 
for many years the silken halter in question 
hung above his beautiful tomb in Salisbury 
cathedral, precisely as the huge red tasseled 
hats of cardinals are suspended above the 
tombs of those princes of the church. The 
second Lord Mowbray was beheaded at York 
for rebellion, without tmial. The seventh 
Lord Mowbray Was hung, drawn, and quar- 
tered for taking a leading part in the insur- 
rections against the crown. The fourteenth 
Lord Mowbray was sent to the scaffold for 
unlawfully quartering on his own shield the 
arme of King Bdward the Confessor, and an- 
other Lord Mowbray, who was likewise @uke 
of Norfolk, died in the tower of London, under 
sentence of decapitation, after having been 
convicted of high treason, the latter consist- 
ing -in his chivalrous sympathy for Mary 
Queen of Scots. ,

Allerton park, the country seat of Lord 
Mowbray, near Knaresborough, in York- 
shire, was once famous as the Thornville 
Royal of the well known sporting colonel, 
Thornton, whose wife used to ride races 
dressed as a jockey, and who kept the whole 
north country talking by his extravagance. 
Ruined by the latter, he sold the place early 
in the last century to the grandfather of the 
present Lord Mowbray. 

I see it has been stated that the dignity of 
earl marshal was associated with the De 
Bigod and the Brotherton earldoms of Nor- 
folk. This i@ not the case. The dignity of 
earl marshal, long held by various members 
of the Mowbray and the Howard family, was 
granted as a hereditary dignity to the sixth 
duke of Norfolk by King Charles II., and 
when the ninth duke of Norfolk died, without 
male issue, the ear) marshalship went, along 
with his dukedom, to his distant kineman, 
Charles Howard, and thus passed out of the 
family of the Mowbrays. 

The ear] marshal of the realm is the eighth 
great officer of the state, the president of the 
College of Arms, and the supreme authority 
im all questions of state ceremonial. It is the 
only office in the gift of the crown which sen- 
ders its holder ipso facto an earl.

The hav- 
ing of the Wood Sprite strike an essentially 
modern parior match and light his pipe be- 
fore he site down on the well curb to chat 
with old Nickelmann impressed also as 
wholly anachronistic. It is true the action 
of “The Sunken Bell” takes place in mod- 
ern times if {t have any exact time, but for 
a faun to wander about the woods with a 
box of parlor matches and a pipe hidden in 
his goat's hair is to say the least a bit un- 
poetic and incongruous. 

The shortcomings felt in the work of the 
Nickelmann last evening are due more toa 
poor choice of the actor for the role than 
to any other error in judgment. Mr. Buck- 
stone is a capable player, as he has demon- 
strated in the past and also during the pres- 
ent engagement. But his voice and his his- 
trionic style are not those which suit him 
for the Nickelmann. The old dweller in the 
well is in reality one of the most loveble 
characters in the entire play. Any one who 
has seen “ The Sunken Bell’’ given by the 
German players at Powers’, or in any Ger- 
man theater abroad, will know how much of 
actual poetic charm and romantic beauty 
there is about this old fellow who comes 
up to the well curb from time to time to chat 
with the spirits of the woods or to comment 
on the doings of the mortalg who come about 
his home. 

He is kindly, is this old waterman, and 
his “ Ri-ki-ki-ki” becomes, when properly 
employed, the vocal index to his every emo- 
tfon and utterance. It expresses anger, joy, 
pleasure, fury, hate, pity, and even love. Who 
that has heard a German performance will 
forget the tender sympathy that is contained 
in the “ Ri-ki-ki-ki” of the old Nickelmann 
when Rautendelein telig him of her being 
sad, and when she shows him her first tear, 
and he explains to her what it is and what 
it represents? All the wonderful possi- 
bilities of this call Mr. Buckstone missed 
completely last evening, and there Was 
about his whole presentment of the role 
no hint of the poetry and fantasy that be- 
longs to it The entire first act, in fact, 
was the one which lacked in right spirit 
last night. It was r inetead of 
poetic and fanciful. Theat subtle under- 
standing of nature and nature’s fairy forces 
which the Germans possess in such remark- 
able and beautiful degree was wanting. In 
the later acts a finer spirit was manifest. 
The spirit was not German, but ft was hu- 
man, and therefore satisfactory. 

Mr. Sothern played Heinrich with unusual 
power and inspiration, especially in the third 
and fourth acts. His sick man in the first 
and second acts was somewhat unduly lugu- 
brious, but the triumphant note which rings 
out so strongly in the scenes of Heinrich’s 
association with Rautendelein was sounded 
with telling clearness and beauty. There 
was uplift In these two acts, and the actor’s 
delivery of the long speeches to the vicar in 
act III. have place among the finest pieces 
of declamation that he has done here. There 
was music in the voice, sincerity in the utter- 
ance, and an emotional intensity which, 
growing stronger as the epeech proceeded, 
became tonally quieter and quieter in ite ex- 
pression. There was a continual play of 
beautiful light and shade throughout it all, 
and a temperamental genuineness that made 
it one of the highest points Mr. Sothern has 
reached. 

The Rautendelein of Miss Marlowe was 
beautiful in embodiment, and in voice, grace, 
and charm left virtually nothing to be de- 
sired. In the first act her work also lacked 
the poetic quality which was missing from 
the entire presentment of this portion of the 
play, but Im the later acts it satisfied. The 
healing of Heinrich in act I. was done with 
excellent understanding, and the third act 
was lent great beauty through the actress’ 
rare ability to stand perfectly still and yet 
keep wholly within the dramatic picture and 
action. This scene is an intensely trying 
one, for Rautendelein must remain motion- 
less during all Heinrich’s long speeches to 
the vicar and yet she must appear not only 
attentive but completely absorbed and en- 
raptured by all that is being aald. This dir- 
ficult task Mise Marlowe accomplished.

ever. vehicle .may have struck their fancy. 
The new idea will do away with a good deal 
of unnecessary parade fuss. :
